Just take the gh 
from cough, the o from women, 
the ti from initiation, and presto 
. . . fish! 
Our language, writes Dr. Feig­ 
enbaum, has 44 sounds, and these 
are ^presented by only 26 letters 
Some letters must obviously stand 
for more than one sound. 
Thus 
the letter a has no less than si' 
different pronunciations. The let­ 
ter x, on the other hand, doesn t 
have even one sound of its own— 
It is really ks. To complicate mat­ 
ters furthec, ronsiderable overlap­ 
ping exists, for there are 251 pos­ 
sible spellings for the 44 sounds. 
Modem languages, we a e re­ 
minded by Dr. Feigenbaum, vary 
In alphabet, size. 
There are 29 
characters in German, 30 in Span­ 
ish and 32 in Russian. 
An Ideal 
alphabet for the English language, 
he says, would have 83 characters, 
but he is walling to compromise 
for 44 . . . one per sound. 
Although most of us do not real­ 
ize It, alphabets do change. The 
letter J is a comparative new­ 
comer to English. 
The letters 
yogh and thorn, formerly part of 
our alphabet, ha\e been elimi­ 
nated 
In the good old days, when 
people were less inhibited, every­ 
body spelled as he saw fit. W rit­ 
ers like Shakespeare plajed It 
more or less by ear, and were not 
dismayed 
when they spelled a 
word one way on one page and 
another way on the next page. 
This linguistic freedom, however, 
was shattered by the dictionary 
makers who insisted that words 
be spelled in certain ways only. 
Chaos has ensued ever since then 
as generations of students have 
striven for what might be called 
a more personal system of spell­ 
ing, and have had to be restrained 
forcibly by their more hide-bound 
mentors. 
Dr. Feigenbaum Is very much 
In favor of reforming the English 
alphabet and spelling system. He 
wud lov tu tshalndzh it.

Registers Lowered Net Farm Income 


So now w e come to the end of 
one of the best production years 
Texas agriculture ever had 
but 
net farm income is dropping down 
a full 15 per cent below 1958, de­ 
clares John C. White, commfis- 
sioner of the Texas Department 
of Agriculture, in a special re­ 
lease to The Herald. 
The 1959 Texas cotton crop is 
estimated 
at 
around 
4,500,000 
balas, 
compared with ^308,000 
bales in 1958. 
Sorghum grain 
production is figured at. about 
277.000.000 bushels for 1959, a 
little 
up from the 273,066,000 
bushels harvested in 1958. 
Rice production for the year is 
running 13,136,000 hundredweight, 
against 11,938,000 in 1958. 
The 
corn crop is due to exceed 41.336,- 
000, also up from 1968. 
The Rio 
Grande Valley is well under way 
with at least a 9,000,000-box cit­ 
rus season, up 2,000,000 from 1958 
and the first real bumper season 
since the disastrous freeze in 195b 
Range and livestock in general 
are in their best condition In the 
past lo years. There were an esti­ 
mated 8,510,000 cattle on Texas 
ranges at the beginning cf the 
year, along with 5,355.000 sheep, 
md there are more now. 
But cotton is the cheapest for 


any December in a decade. Co rn 
is bringing $1.12 a bushel com­ 
pared with $1.21 a year ago, Over­ 
production and cheapness of corn 
Is going to have its effect on the 
vital Texas grain sorghum market 
—lf not this year, certainly next 
year 
livestock markets, seldom 
robust and always highly sensi­ 
tive, are showing signs of weak- 
ennig in the face of heavy produc­ 
tion 


There I*, a drastic squeeze in 
the parity ratio—in relation to 
the prices they pay, the prices re­ 
ceived by farmers in 1959 are the 
lowest in 19 years. The farmer’s 
share of each dollar spent by the 
consumer has dropped to 38 cents, 
lowest since 1912.

Jones County’s cotton produe- 
er% last Tuesday' approved by a 
67 per cent margin crop quotas 
for next year, according ta orfi- 
cial figures pele a‘'od Wednesday 
morning by the Agricultural Sta­ 
bilization and Conservation office 
at Anson. 
Of the 377 going to the IO poll­ 
ing 
places, 254 voted for 
the 
quotas, while 123 east dissenting 
vc tes. 
Anson’s box showed 68 voting 
with 45 for end 23 agamst, while 
at Hamlin 42 turned out to c st 
ballots with 32 favoring and IO 
against. 
The Stamford box was 
equally divided. 
Of the 50 votes 
''ast, 25 favored quotas while a 
like number voted against. 
The ASG office said voting was 
somewhat higher than last year, 
and added that the recent an­ 
nouncement In Washington threat­ 
ing a ban of the skip-row crop 
plan might have been a factor in 
bringing a large number to the 
poll*.

Don’t become alarmed lf you 
find where someone has dug a 
post-hole in your field or pasture 
and 
has covered It up, Hamlin 
area farmers and ranchers 
ire 
advised. That fellow who dug the 
hole h s a good rcas n lo do so. 
Soil surveyors with the Soil 
Conservation Service are in the 
process of making soil maps cov­ 
ering Jones County. Several types 
of soil surveys have been made 
on individual farms during the 
last 20 years 
The present survey 
has been set up to complete the 
soil survey for the entire nation. 
Tile Jones County 
survey is 
about one-fifth complete. An ad- 
jcining et linty, H *sk • County 
was completed in 1958 after about 
three years’ work. 
A survey of 
Fisher County is also underway 
and Is well ahead of Jones County. 
Soil surveys are recorded on 
aerial photographs. Tile surveyor 
records such things as soil type, 
degree of slope, and the degree 
of erosion that, has occurred. 
To 
determine a s ri type a surveyor 
must dig small holes two to five 
feet deep. The soil is placed back 
into the hole so as to leave the 
ground in the original condition. 
Land owners or operator* are 
usually contacted before the sur­ 
veyor enters a f rm or ranch. 
Surveyors make it a practice to 
close all gates. 
Care is taken to 
avoid damaging any growing crop 
or other property. Th*-1 local *ur- 
vevor reports that 
people have 
been very' cooperative in grantin' 
permission. 
Many 
offer their 
assistance, hut actually none is 
required or needed. 
Because of 
the general good nature of rural 
pop!**, tho surveys r* often enter 
a place without permission, say 
SCS officials. 
In such Instates 
the owner or operate” is not at 
home, or 
working on some 
other part of his place. 
Standard soil surveys can and 
will be an asset to owners and the 
one w ho take ever w hen they are 
gone, soil officials point out.

more detailed report on the bene? 
fits of a soil survey will be print­ 
ed later on.

•'ne mile west of Old C lon on 
Highway 24; Hollis Davis operat­ 
ing as The Outpost, three mil • 
east of Old Glory; C. L. Guinn, 
perating at D. & G. Place, 4.3 
miles southeast of Old Glory on 
Highway 380; and J. B. Collins, 
operating west of Old Glory post 
office.

the [lots into a warm room for 
forcing.
